Steve  Trumbo  and  Michael  Thompson  made  the  news  because  of 
LOP — lack  of  academic  progress.  But  they  are  not  alone.  Surprisingly 
eight  percent  of  the  student  body  is  in  LOP  category. 

According  to  the  Academic  Standards  Office,  2,100  students  are 
presently  on  Lack  of  Progress  status.  That  means  2,100  students  are 
not  progressing  toward  a  degree  as  4,500  students  were  turned  away 
fall  semester  and  1,000  winter  semester  due  to  the  enrollment  ceiling. 

The  Lack  of  Progress  program  can  be  beneficial  to  students.  If  taken 
— ^  seriously,  it  can  be  an  early
